Reassuring 
Picture 


Of HK 


(Our Own Correspondent) 
Londen, Mar. 6. 

A reassuring picture of 
life in Hongkong is con- 
tained in an article publish- 
_ ed in the Times’ review of 
the British Colonies to- 
day. In marked contrast to 
many recent articles coming 
out of Hongkong it shows 
how community life—par- 
* ticularly business life—has 
stood up with surprising 
resilience to events in Chinn. 


The correspendent who 
claims 40 years’ knowledge ,of 
the Colony says he can think of 
orly two cpivodes in his ex- 
perience which “rocked this 
tight little island to its founda- 
tions.” One was the seamen’s 
strike in 1923 and the other 
was the, Jopancse | occupation. 


Although he does much to 
correcl many wrong impres- 
sions about present-day life 
in the Colony he docs not 
attempt to gloss over the effects 
of the embargo on American 
trade’ with Hongkong. He 
soys not least of the new 
onxieties is the “unjust and |, 
misguided hostility among, 
some $ll-informed critics about 
the nature of the  Colony's 
trade. One might think that 
Hongkong deals in nothing but! 
war materiaks and that the 
Colony is merely a nest of 
smugglers. This js plain non- 
gense as anyone can discover 
by a glance at the infinite 
variety of raw materials and 
-eonsumer goods that make up 
its enormous volume of coin- 
merea. It Is true that while 
exports of strategic materials 
is prohibited some of them 
do yet out in spite of official 
vigilance. (Most people know 
how hard it is to stop Chinese 
traders when they sct ‘out to 
bent the bans), But this is a 
mere tithe of the Colony’s com- 
merce which is almost wholly 
concerned with commaditics of 
pence, not of war, And fistally, 
even an American would have 
to travel far to find shops more 
heavily stocked with American 
voods than the Chinese’ stores 
in Hongkons's main streeis."—

The Accumulated -Surplus 


HILE Hongkong’s taxpayers have 

‘no reason to regard today with , 
any trepidation, it does possess ‘for 
them a certain degree of interest. This 
afternoon Sir, Geoffrey Follows presents 
the Budget for 1951-52 and while first 
estimates for expenditure have already 
been made known, the Financial. 
Secretary’s proposals . for raising suf- 
ficient revenue remain a secret until 
after he has made his speech: to 
Legislative Council. Sir Geoffrey. is ' 
now familiar with the Colony’s 
proclivity for producing many millions 
of dollars more than envisaged in the 
Estimates, which has the effect of 
giving the Budget an air of unreality.

For Talks 


London, Mar. 6. 
Mr . Malcolm MacDonald, 
British Commissioner Gen- 
eral in South-East Asia, ar- 


rived here by air tonight. 

Mr MacDonald 1s here for 

talks on the Far Eastern situo- 
tion with the Prime Minister, 
Mr Clement Attlee, and Cabinct 
Ministers, He had flown hero 
from Singapore with General 
Sir John Harding, Commander- 
in-Chief, British {and forces in 
the Far East. 
.. Mr MacDonald, who is to stay. 
about a week in Britain, will 
begin his consultations tomorrow. 
morning when he meets Mr 
James Griffiths, the Colondal 
Sceretary. 

General Harding will be tak- 
ing part'in some joint consulta- 
tions ard will also have talks 
with War Office officials, —

that it wished to honour its 
obligations under previous 
Council resolutions which called 
for a free and impartial 
plebiscite in Kashmir. :
